The back¬ 
ground conveys a proper idea of the magnificence of a great city.

T) e icene of this pidtuie repreferts aprofpeft of the antient City 
of Terra* ina, in the kingdom of Naples. It W2s in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of this city, in the morals of Pontius, that the cataf- 
trephe which gave rife to the fubjeft of this pitf ure, happened* 
in the year 1641, I or a more particular defeription cf it, fee 
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that beautiful dialogue \vh J ch Fenelon, archbilhop of C<*mbiay, 
fubjoined to his life of Mignard, fuppofes between. Poufiin and 
Leonardo da Vinci, upon flie propriety and excellence of paint¬ 
ing, and in which this pi&are is cited 2s an example. 

Fclibien, in his life of PouiTm, ii mentioning feveral pictures he 
had painted for Points], fays: “ Ce fut encore dans le meme 
tr«.Tip qu'il fit pour le meme Pointei deux glands paii'ages : da:*s 
Fun il i a un homme mcrr et entoure d’un Terpen t, et un autre 
homme eftVage qui s’enfuit. Ce tableau que M. tie PlefGs Ram- 
bouillet, acheta apres la mort du Sieur Pointei, eii prefentement 
dans le cabinet de Moniieur Moreau premier valet de Garde robe 
du Roi, il doit etre regaide comme un des plus beaux paifages 
que le PoufTin ait fait ” Since the death cf Moreau this pi dl lire 
has been in the coliedtion of Moniieur des Niert firfb valet de 
chambre to the king, from whole family it was lately purchafed. 
Mr. Demafb has in his cuftody a feries of letters wrote by the 
hand of PoufTin to feveral of his friend 6 , and amongfl others is 
one to the above Pointei, dated from Rome the laft of Auguffc 
1648, and wherein he gives him advice of his having finished tie 
above picture, &c. Thefe circumstances, it is prefumed, will 
certify the authenticity of it beyond a doubt. 

Leonardo da Vinci. 114 Our Saviour with the Virgin and St. Jofeph, &c. This is one of 

tiie few pi&ures which Leonardo painted during his refidence at 
the court of Francis the Ift. The portrait of Mona Lifa, com* 
monly known by the name of the Giocondo, who was the fa¬ 
vourite of that monarch, is here introduced. The beauty, grace 
and delicacy of this head is not inferior to the finefl things of 
Raphael. The characters of the Chrift and St. Jofeph, are no lefs 
worthy of admiration. The whole of this picture conveys to us 
an idea of the uncommon abilities of Leonardo, and may with. 

^ . propriety be ranked amongft the moft elegant produdhons which 

painting produced about the beginning of the fifteentn century. 
I was informed it had been upwards of a hundred years in the 
pofleffion of the family from which I purchas’d it ; and to which 
we may in a great meafure aferibe its prefervation. 

Claude Lorraine — 115 A Landfcape reprefenting the coolnefs of the morning, with th% 

departure of Jacob. From the beauty of compofition, the ele¬ 
gance of pencil, the transparency or colouring, and the admirable 
prefervation of this pidture, it mull be ranked amongit the capital 
works of this inimitable painter. From a drawing of it by Claude, 
in the colledtion of his Grace the Duke of Devonfhire, we 
karn it was painted for the Abbe Chevalier at Rome in the year 
1677. 
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
